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CHATPTER XVI.
AN ACT TO AMEND AN ACT ENTITLED AN ACT TO INCORPQORATE THE
' VILLAGE OF LANESBORQ, FILLMORE COUNTY, MINNESOTA, AND
THE ACTS AMENDATORY THEREOF. ‘

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the Statejof Minnesola:

Seorion 1.  That section one of an act entitled an act to incor-
porate the village of Lanesboro, Fillmore county, Minnesota, ap-
proved March third, eighteen hundred and sixty nine, be and the
same is hereby amended so asto read as follows, to wit :

Sec. 1. All that part of the townships of Carrollton and Holt,
Fillmore county, Minnesota, included within the following described
limits or boundaries, to wit: the northeast quarter and the south-
east quarter and the east half of the northwest quarter and the east
half ot the southwest quarter of section thirteen, and the northeast
quarter and the east half of the northwest quarter of section twenty-
tour in township one hundred and three range ten west, and the
northwest quarter and the southwest quarter of section eighteen and
the northwest quarter of section nineteen intownship onehundred and
three range nine west, shall be a village and shall be known by the
name of **the village of Lanesboro,” and the people now inhabiting
and those who may hereaiter inhabit within the districts ot country
herein described, shall be a municipal corporation, by the name ot the
«village of Lanesboro” and shall have all the general powers
possessed by municipal corporations at common law, and in addi-
tion thereto shall possess all the powers hereinafter specifically grant-
ed and the authorities thereof shall have perpetual succession, shall
be capable of contracting and beiug contracted with, of sueing and
being sued, pleading and being impleaded in all courts of law and
equity and may have a common seal.

Seo. 2. That section two of an act entitled an act to amend an
act entitled an act to incorporate the village of Lanesboro, Kill-
more county, Minnesota, and the acts amendatory thereof, approved
March tenth, eighteen hundred and seventy-three, be and the same
is hereby amended by inserting after the word ¢ recorder ” in the
third line of said section the words one treasurer.

Sec. 3. That section sixteen of an act entitled an act to amend
an act entitled an act to incorporate the village of Lanesboro, ap-
proved March fourth, eighteen hundred and aeventy, be and the
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same is hereby amended by adding thereto the following subdivis-
ions to-wit : :

Fifth,—To establish the grades of the streets and cause them to
be graded as the council may deem most expedient, at the expense
of the owners of lots or parts of lots respectively fronting upon
such streets and any lot or lots lying side to any strest shall be
deemed to be fronting the said street.

Sizth.—To prohibit the running at large of dogs and to impose
fines upon the owners and to authorize the destruction of the same,
when at large contrary to any ordinance passed by the village
council of the said village.

Sec. 4. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with this act,
are hereby repealed. This act shall be deemed a public act and be
in force from and after ita passage.

CHAPTER XVII.
AN ACT TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF WABASHA.
Be it enacled by the Legislature of the State of Minnesola:

Secrion 1. That the charter of the ¢ity of Wabasha, as com-
prised in an act entitled ¢‘an act to amend the charter of the city ot
Wabasha, approved March fifth, eighteen hundred and sixty-nine,
shall be amended as fellows : .

Sec. 2. That subdivision nine of section one of chapter six of
the "said charter of the city of Wabasha, be amended to read as
tollows :

Ninth.—To impose license upon dogs kept within the city of
Wabasha ; to prevent dogs running at large with or without license ;
to impose fines upon the owners and keepers of dogs when not
licensed, and to authorize the destruction of dogs when at large
without license, or contrary to the ordinances of the city of
Wabasha.

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after
its passage.
